| FUL TEXT oF HUGHES’ SPEECH 


Mr. Hughes in his address said: 

My heart thrills to this greeting that 
you have given. I always like to come 
to Chicago, but today you gave me the 
best of Chicago’s blessings—a fine lake 
breezé [laughter and applause], and 1 
have enjoyed every moment of this beau- 
tiful day in this most fortunate American 
city. 

I come to this hall with peculiar emo- 
tions. Here, a little less than two months 
ago, the Republican national convention 
neminated me for the office of president 
of the United States. I had not sought 
that nomination. 1 did not desire that 
nomination. I was contented with my 
work and looked forward to the fulfilling 
of the allotted period of life in work that 
Was congenial and of the highest impor- 
tance to the American people.

WHISPER TARIFF BOARD. 

Those that were talking tariff for rev- 
enue only are now whispering very soft- 
ly about tariff commission. (Laughter. 
A little while ago we heard in the Demo- 
cratic platform of 1912 that it was con- 
trary to the constitution of the United 
States to have a protective tariff. That 
was in effect—of course not in words, but 
the words mean simply this—they say, 
in effect now, that the European war has 
changed the constitution of the United 
States (laughter).

Don't you 
trust them a little minute with protecting 
‘American industry. They haven't got it 
in the bones and they go up to it likea 
skittish horse to a brass band. (Laughter 
and applause.) 

NO PROTECTION IN SIGHT. 

„Lou couldn’ iet a decent protectionist 
measure out of a Democratic copgress 
sectionally organized any more than you 
could get a revival sermon out of a dis- 
orderly house. (Laughter and G ) 
You cannot do it. 

We have got to have in this 3 
a frank recognition of the fact that we 
must be, so far as is possible, econom- 
ically independent; and to do that we 
must study the fact, in order that we may 
soundly apply the protective principle.

Now, then, I want here to register 
this suggestion: I do not propose that 
in our endeavor to protect legitimately 
American standards of living and Amer- 
ican workingmen and American industry 
that we shall have special privilege for 
the purpose of protecting 4 favored few 
at the expense of the many. I don’t pro- 
pees to tolerate that. 

* But I do propose that we shall have 
upbullding work, recognizing and apply- 
ing the protective principle, so that where 
there is an industry in this country that 
under the conditions which will obtain 
cannot meet fairly and squarely the com- 
petition if imports are allowed without a 
certain rate of tariff, that we shall give 
in the interest of American prosperity 
and in the interest of all—for we must all 
be prosperous or we will all suffer—that 
protection which that industry fairly 
needs. 

MUST HAVE CO-OPERATION. 

“But I desire that there shall be busi- 
ness methods which will meet the needs 
of the coming day—indeed, of this day. 
We must learn to have cob peratlon. We 
can not afford to be running along with- 
out any regard to business standards. 

Wo need examination of costs, oom- 
parison of cost. a fair understanding of 
methods, a testing out of methods, an 
éxchange of information, an endeavor to 
ascertain what method is a good one, 
where waste can be avoided, what can 
be intelligently used in order to promote 
the business of a given industry. 

“It is in that way that our laboring 
men will find the greatest opportunities 
for increase in wages. Stop waste and 
you accomplish much in every helpful di- 
rection. We have been going along too 
much at haphazard. Look at the spec- 
tacle on the other side of the water. See 
how they have learned in each nation how 
to make the most of their energies, how 
to put their industrial forces to that work 
which, under the exigencies, is most im- 
portant. 


CO-OPERATION IN EUROPE. 
Lock at the cohesion; look at the co- 
operation; look at the organization; look 
at the unity of spirit which a s the 
whole. Get a picture—and I don't care. 
what nation you take, take any one of 
them—get a picture, a view of that spirit 
which dominates them, of that organiza- 
tion which they control, and then think of 
what we need in America. ! 

“My frtends, we have got to wake up 
and have our American business organ- 
ized and efficient if we are going to have 
prosperity maintained in this country 
when the abnormal conditions produced 
by the war are over, and millions of men 
now fighting return to the work of produc- 
tion. {Applause.] ' . 
“We have in this country a compli- 
cated system of government. Did you 
ever think that this is the most com- 
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| went, it is, Very dern a for us! 
that system of government provides the 
means by which local communities can 
govern themselves in their local affairs, 
If everybody in every little village in 
Illinois could go to Washington to get 
something changed that was not liked 
and from Portland, Ore., to Portland, 
Me., every governmental question was 
decided at Washington, this govern- 
ment would break down now, let alone 
the demands of the future, 

“It is because we have states that 
we are permanent. It is because we 
have states that we can look to the fu- 
ture with confidence. It is because we 
have states that we can regulate the 
administration of a vast country with so 
many differing needs. 


STATES MUST NOT INTERFERE. 

But you have got to have in this time 
of need a realization of your national 
powers, and an exercise freely of your 
national powers to meet your national 
needs. Lou cannot run this country on 
a basis of constant state interference 
with matters that are of national con- 
cern, We shall not be an efficient coun- 


try if you do not face this problem 


thoughtfully, fearlessly, wisely; not to 
destroy the state, but on the other hand 
not to cripple the nation. 

“Our fathers gave great powers to the 
national government. powers still but 
little used, powers the content of which 
has not been changed, but new condi- 
tions have revealed new needs, and the 
old words fit the new conditions fust as 
they fitted the earlier conditions. What 
is needed is not so much a change in 
the power as a realization of the need 
of the exercise of the power. 


DEMOCRATS SECTIONAL. 

Now. the Republican party is the 
great nationaY party. I tell you, my 
friends, the present administration is a 
sectional administration, and there is a 
profound truth in that. [Applause.] 

We shall not succeed in this country 
in making the efficiency that we desire 
until we recognize the national needs 
that are of first importance to the de-

No, 
the worst of it is that it is all past and 
that we cannot get at it; but that record 
is an imperishable record of weakness 
and vacillation that forfeits, or should 
iorfeit, the confidence of the American 
people. 

»The question is not simply as to that 
act or this act, but it is a record which is 
so changeful, so full of wrong-headed- 
ness, so inconsistent, so destitute of cor- 
rect purpose, that we cannot review it 
save with the conclusion that we cannot 
safely intrust the welfare of the Amer- 
ican people, the honor of the American 
name, and the protection of American

NO DEFENSE OF HUERTA. 

Now, I shall not review it in detail. 
Let me say right at the outset that I do 
not defend Huerta. I have nothing to 
say with respect to the recognition or 
nonrecognition of Huerta, in itself. The 
point was that while the administration 
might have refused recognition to Huerta 
if it was satisfied that Huerta could not 
discharge the international obligations of 
the government of Mexico, the adminis- 
tration had ho right, under any sort of 


jaw, to make war on Huerta as an indi- 


vidual for the purpose of destroying the 
only sort of government that Mexico had. 
[Applause. } 

What the administration cou ve 
done is plain. But it had no right to 
commit this country to a course of con- 
duct which landed Mexico in anarchy, 
left our citizens a prey to the ravages 
of revolution, and made ‘our name a 
word of contempt in a sister republic. 


VILLA GETS ATTENTION. 

“Why, one of the foremost apologists 
of the administration arose in the senate 
the other day and took the Republican 
party to task For what? What do you 
think? This eminent statesman took the 
Republican party to task for interfering 
with the administration's desire to rec- 
ognize that eminent Sunday School acho!l- 
ar, Villa. 

We had heard of the wickedness of 
Huerta; we had heard that he was an 
assassin. Did any one ever doubt that 


Villa was an assassin? Did any one ever

“We cannot let the Amercan spirit 
fall so low that lapped in the luxury 
occasioned by a foreign war we shall 
see American lives sacrificed without 
a determination to prevent it and to 
make the American name honored and 
respected wherever our flag files.

‘western offensive. He may send it and pay tolls on 
It, but the person to whom it is addressed will not 
et it. . 

„He may almost, in Germany, allow it to be known 
that he is an American without being insulted. At 
least he will not be mobbed. He may in Canada 
almost persuade Canadians that he belongs to a 
self-respecting nation. That is more than he can 
hope to do in Mexico. 

He may go into Merico and live, if he will say 
that he is an Englishman. He can keep possession 
of his property in Mexico if it be in some inde- 
structible form. He can trade everywhere the 
British permit him to. He can go right through the 
open door in China and find himself in Japan. 

The rare privilege of American citizenship is his.

TESTS FOR FEEBLE MINDED. 
T is important to know as early as 
possible whether a child is normal. is 
back ward, is a moron, is feebleminded 
or is an imbecile or idiot. Generally 
speaking, a child id said to be feeble- 
minded if, when it is 9 years old or less, 


the same age. Or if, when over 9 years 
old, it is three years behind. 

: Using this methed of measuring the low- 
est grade idiot must be 3 or 4 years old 
before It can be determined to be sub- 
normal; a middie-grade imbecile must be 
7 or 8 and the highest grade 
moron must be 15 or 16 before he can be 
safely pronounced a mental defective. 

Then there is the additional difficulty 
which arises from three groups. First— 
Backward, slow leatning children. Sec- 
ond—Children who develop at a normal 
rate up to a certain age and then stop. 
Third—Children who develop slowly up to 
a certain age and then stop. 

To meet al] these defects Doll advises 
that a conclusion as to potential feeble- 
‘mindedness of a child be based upon five 
sets of investigations 

First—The psychological examination. 
In this test the main reliance is put on 
the Binet-Simon test as modified by God- 
dard, but other tests are made use of aleo. 

Second—The psycho-educational exami- 
nation. The basis of this teat is the child's 
record in school. 

Third—Family history. If the psycho- 
logical examination causes the examiner 
to suspect that the child is feehleminded 
the family history may be of great service 
in clearing up the case. 

Fourth—Persona! history. “ Potentially 
feebleminded children will ordinarily have 
a history of late walking and talking. Den- 


Itition may be delayed. Infantile charac- 


teristics are slow to disappear.’’ The child 
is late in learning to talk or talks indis- 
tinctly or has some defect in its speech. 
The school record shows retardation and 
abnormality of behavior. The child may 
be slow in learning to dress and care for 


| himself and his personal habits and man- 


ners may be bad. 

Fifth—Subjective characteristics. Ab- 
normalities of size, poor physical tone, 
dull voice, lack lustre eyes, defective 
speech, tendency to early fatigue, ab- 
sence of curiosity, lack of originality and 
poverty of ideas. 

Doll warns that no one of these exami- 
nations gives facts on which a conclu- 
sion can be vased in the absence of fects 
disclosed by the other examinations. 
Many a slow-talking boy develops nor- 
mally. Many an oversized or undersized 
‘boy is normal mentally. The rate of 
progress in school is not necessarily s 
measure of the intellectual capacity ofa 
child. 

Rarely can a diagnosis of feebleminded- 

ness be made on a bad heredity alone. The 
| most dependable of results are those from 
the Binet-Simon test But when conclu- 
sions are based solely on this test mis- 
takes are liable to result. The safest con- 
clusions ar those based on the fivefold 
examination.

The late head master, Canon Lyttelton,

In- 
deed, the great Duke of Wellington was 
wont to assert that the battle of Waterloo 
had been won on the playing fields of 
Eton. It was therefore held impoalitic to 
confide the training of English lads, at 
their most impressionable age, to a peda- 
gogue imbued with such altogether mis- 
taken ideas of patriotism. 

His successor, who has just been ap- 
pointed, is the Rev. Cyril Alington, who, 
educated at Marlborough and at Trinity 
college, Oxford, was afterwards assistant 
master at Eton for some years, before be- 
coming head master at Shrewsbury. He 
is married to a sister of Canon Lyttelton, 
but is a man of an entirely different type 
and differing from him in that he pos- 
seeses a very strong sense of humor, in- 
dicated by a most expressive twinkle in 
his eyes. ~ 

His politics are radically opposed to 
those of his brother-in-law, the canon. 
He is not a pacifist and is entirely for 
ghting out the present war to its bitter 
‘end. He is enthusiastically patriotic in 
the right sort of way, and, a great crick- 
eter and football player in the past, man- 
aged to win the sympathy and the 
friendship of the boys when assistant 
master at Eton and head master at 
Shrewsbury.

Lord Roberts never forgot 
the part played by Waker Congreve in 
bringing his dying son back to the British 
lines, and attached him to his staff as one 
of his military secretaries. 
Should the widowed Mrs. William Con- 
greve give posthumous birth to a son, he 
will inherit the historic Chartley hall, in 
Staffordshire, which Gen. Congreve, who 
is very rich, purchased some years ago 
from the late Lord Ferrers, after the 
latter’s ruin. It is a lovely old place, 


.™moated, and dating in the greater part 


from the reign of Queen Elizabeth, while 
close by are the ivied ruins of Chartley 
castle, which was built by Robert de 
Blandeville, fourth Lord of Chesterfield, 
on his return from the Holy Land. The 
lords of Ferrers have another country 
seat, where the present earl now makes 
his home, and which bears the name of 
Staunton Harold, near Ashby de la 
Zouch. Curiously enough, it formerly be- 
longed to the Congreves, and came into 
the possession of the Shirley family, of 
which the present Earl of Ferrers is 
the chief, through the marriage of Sir 
Francis Shirley, in the reign of Henry 
VIII., to the widow and sole heir of Sir 
John Congreve of Staunton Harold. 

The newly widowed Mrs. William Con- 
greve can boast of as quite good lineage 
as her husband. For her father, Cyril 
Maude, is a scion of that ancient Norman 
house of De Montault [Anglicized into 
Maude], which came to England with. 
William the Conqueror, and of which the 
present chief is Lord Hawarden. Among 
its other honors have been the earldom 
of De Montault. Cyril Maude’s mother, 
who.still survives, is a daughter of the 
second Lord Sudeley.

This is an incre of 1,017 in the num-, 
ber of permits issued, 39,524 in the feet 
frontage, and $25,929,820 in cost, which 
is an increase of 57.34 per cent, a re- 
markable showing when it is considered 
that the total cost of the permits issued 
for 1915 amounted to $97,291,480, which 
was with one exception the largest in the 
history of the city. That exception was

D. Stone, son of the late H. O. Stone, 
whom Gron married in 1912, was once 
known as “ the handsomest man in Eu- 
rope.“ | 

He was an officer in the French army 
and had a country piace in Burgundy. 
He was born in Copenhagen, but finished 


‘his education at Harvard university and 


became an American citizen. After grad- 
uation he was a social lion in Boston. 

After his marriage to Mrs. Stone in 
the Danish church in London the couple 
lived for a while in Paris and later in 
Oxford, the famous English university 
town. At the time of his marriage Mrs. 
Stone’s daughters, Marie Louise and 
Elizabeth, were studying music in Berlin, 
and her son was at school at Vevey, 
Switzerland. . 

Mr. Gron was at one time Danish con- 
sul in London. He addressed the Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce in 1911 in 
advocacy of “ Potentia,” a system of pub- 
licity founded by himself to promote 
equitable dealings in international affairs. 

He visited Chicago in 10914 with the 
Earl of Kintore, and lived at the Chicago 
club. He became famous while here for 
his wardrobe, and was known as the best 
dressed man in Chicago.

From there they gradually 
work into passages that carry them to 
the nervous system inside the skull 
and spinal column. 

„ But an antiseptic washing of the 
inside of the nose will kill the germs 
before they have had time to pene- 
trate as far as the interior passages. 
Spraying the nose three or four times 

a day will absolutely protect a child, 
even after it has been playing with an 
infected person.

LABOR FAMINE 
HITS ICE FIRMS 


Companies Have Adequate 
Supply, but Lack Men 
to Handle It. 


Chicago is facing a serious situation in 
the distribution of ice during the hot 
weather. There is a shortage of labor for 
the loading and delivering of ice. 

Many persons have suffered already be- 
cause of the inability of some of the ice 
companies to make deliveries, and those 
that are able to make their regular de- 
liveries will not accept new orders. 

Once more the war in Europe is blamed 
fer the shortage of labor, and the hot 
weather of the last few weeks is said to 
be # contributing cause. Much of the 
labor in loading and distributing ice is 
procured from immigrants from the 
south of Europe, and the war has put an 
end to immigration from that part of the 
world. 

Many Chicagoans, unable to get ice, or 
to get it as promptly as usual, thought 
that there was a shortage of ice in the 
city, but ice dealers asserted that there is 
more ice in Chicago than the dealers are 
able to deliver. 

“It is difficult to get men to load and 
deliver, said C. R. Campbell of the Con- 
sumers’ company, and there are no 
extra horses because of the hot weather.

BABY PLAGUE QUARANTINE 
TIGHTENED IN NEW YORK 


Further Spread of Infantile Paraly 
sis Noted as Heat Wave Grips 
City—Deaths to Date 848. 


New York, Aug. 8.—Further spread of 
the epidemic of infantile paralysis in 
Greater New York and the heat wave 
which has gripped the city caused the 
health department today to tighten 1 
quarantine regulations and to adopt 
measures seeking increased vigilance on 
the part of those responsible for the de- 
tection of the disease. 

District health officials were instructed 
to report immediately any Infractions of 
quarantine rules and to notify janitors 
and superintendents of premises on which 
the regulations are in effect that they 
will be held personally responsible for 
keeping quarantined persons inside. 

A report issued by the health depart- 
ment shows that of 848 persons who have 
succumbed to the disease since July 1, 
685 were under 5 years of age. 


Wilson Signs Appropriation. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 8.—An act ap- 
propriating $85,000 for the use of the pub- 
lic health service in preventing the spread 
of disease and $50,000 for additional as- 
sistant surgeons was signed today by 
President Wilson. The money is avail- 
able immediately and will be used in the 
campaign to check the infantile paralysis 
epidemic.

l. S. MEDIATORS ON SCENE: 


New York, Aug. 8.—[Special.)—Repre- 
sentatives of several hundred thousand 
train employés on 230,000 miles of steam 
railways covering the United States 
came back to New York today stiffened 
by the most overwhelming vote favoring 
a strike ever taken by the four big broth- 
erhoods—ranging from 85 per cent by the 
conductors to 97 per cent by the brake- 
men, and 98.3 per cent by the firemen. 
The total of the engineers’ vote has not 
been compiled. 

The men, headed by Grand Chief Aus- 
tin B. Garretson of the Order of Rallway 
Conductors, put the strike vote up to the 
committee of railroad managers, with 
whom they had broken June 15. The 
managers, through Chairman Elisha Lee 
of the Pennsylvania, asked for an ad- 
journment until tomorrow to consider the 
renewed demand for an eight hour day 
and time and a half for overtime in the 
freight service. 


Men Demand Definite Answer. 

The request for a recess was granted 
after Mr. Garretson had said the time 
for answers made up of “ contingencies 
based on contingencies” is past, and 
that a definite counter proposal or a 
refusal of the demands alone will be re- 
ceived. ;

Probably Jackmini,. with its pro-

Uses of Horseradish. 


EAUTIFUL horseradish comes 
into the fall markets for the use 
of the pickle maker. A large 
number of people believe that a 
plece of horseradish root adds 
greatly to the keeping qualities of a 
pickle. One of the vegetable books con- 
siders a pickle made of beets in the fol- 
lowing manner delicious: : 

“Wash beets thoroughly, but do not 
break the skin; boil until tender, peel, 
place in glass jars, and pour over the 
following liquid while boiling hot: One 
quart of vinegar, seasoned with one tea- 
spoon of whole mace and one tea-

spoon of ginger; strain this and add 
two tablespoons of grated horseradish. 
Seal the jars and the pickle will keep 
indefinitely.” 

There are a goodly number of recipes 
in which horseradish is combined with 
cream. It is good in a sour cream saled 
dressing for cabbage. In the book 
quoted from a sauce for cold meat is 
made of four tablespoons of grated 
horseradish, the yolk of an egg, and a 
saltspoon of salt, mixed thoroughly; 
then five tablespoons cf whipped cream. 
and last, and carefully, a tablespoon of 
lemon juice. 

For a fish relish or garnish I know of 
nothing nicer than the following: 


Frosen Horseradis) Cream. 

Grate fine half a cup of horseradig¢h 
and put on ice. Beat a cup of cream 
very stiff, add to it a teaspoon of salt 
and half a teaspoon of sugar, mix care- 
fully with the horseradisl= put into a 
mold, wrap in paper, and bury in salt 
and ice for an hour or two. You may 
make a smaller amount and pack it in 
a jelly glass. Put a piece of waxed 
paper over the glass and then put on 
cover, wrap in one thickness of paper, 
and pack.

How Some Loop 
Folks Keep Cool. 


EVBPRAL hundred people in Chica- 
go's loop district never felt the re- 


cent hot waves. While ordinary | 


office men and women sweltered in 

the small rooms as high as the 
twenty-first floors and tried vainly to fan 
themselevs into comparative comfort, this 
colony went about their business just as 
usual. Sometimes they were entirely too 
cool to be comfortable. The temperature 
on the street might be 102 in the shade, 
but often these workers found it as low 
as 65 degrees in their quarters. 


Facts of this nature were brought to. 


light yesterday by a statement issued by 
Health Commissioner Robertson. He 
called public attention to the cool air cir- 
culating through the sixty miles of tun- 
nels under the loop and in many buildings 
pumped through boiler rooms, engine 
rooms, and freight packing rooms of the 
basements, sub-basements, and sub-sub- 


basements. Dr. Robertson asked the ven- 


tilation engineers to suggest a practical 
means of cooling all the rooms in all the 
big buildings * pumping this air through 
them.

Chicago has an underground tunnel 
forty feet down and sixty miles long,” 
said Dr. Robertson. It necessarily con- 
tains great quantities of cool air. Re- 


4 cently a large number of downtown build- 


ings have been drawing air from this tun- 
nel at a temperature of 68 degrees when 
the temperature at street level was from 
90 to 100 degrees. 

“Cool air is a decided asset, particularly 
in lowering the temperature of boiler 
rooms in the great bulldings. 

“This department has conducted some
